Kangaroos. 


I'rof. Agassi/, once remarked that, 


while the whole of the Western Hemis- 
phere, stretching from the Arctic to the 
Antarctic Pole and including the two 
vast continents of North and 
South 


America, is utterly free from the pres- 
ence of any quadruped, either indige- 
nous or imported, which breeds with 
such rapidity and fecundity as to consti- 
tute itself a pest, the island continent of 
Australia is already infested with two 
nnimal nuisances—kangaroos and rab- 
bits—which threaten lo maintain no un- 
equal struggle with man for the survival 
of the fittest. 


\Vaterhouse tells us that the kangaroo 


is a ruminating marsupial animal, of 
which the largest species is nearly as 
tall as a man. " The fore-legs are very 
.short and useless in walking, but em- 
ployed for digging or bringing food to 
Hie mouth." 
What amount of green 


food he and his congeners, the waUaby, 
the puddymelon, :uid the kangaroo rat, 
arc capable of consuming let those hap- 
less settlers whom these voracious pests 
have eaten out of their stations, "and 
mined stock, lock ami barrel," declare 
for themselves. 
The kangaroo loves a 


hot climate, and it is in torrid Queens- 
land that he thrives with unparalleled 
productiveness. 
So countless were the 


numbers of his swarming armies a lew- 
years since in the northern portion of 
(jucenslana that all the largo squatters 
found it necessary to lay out £100 a mile 
in fencing, so as to protect their sheep 
and cattle runs from the marsupial 
pi;its. A small run would require fifty 
miles of thin fencing, and a big run 
three or four times that quantity, so 
that a very heavy tax was thus imposed 
upon tho squatters. 
Many who could 


not face the outlay were driven out by 
the invading quadrupeds, which in 
these cases had no difliculty in winning 
the battle. When, however, the fence 
has been finished, no slight additional 
expense lias to be incurred in keeping it 
in repair.

awaiting him, and the heartiest welcome 
from the squatters, whom he helps to 
get rid of their worst enemy.

London 
contemporary, 
entails

earlier hours than the ordinary field 
sports of oivalization. 
Breakfast at 


half-past si\ or seven in the morning, 
anil a gallop it may be of ten or twice 
ten 
miles, 
to the 
rendezvous, will 


enable the "new chum," or stranger 
from foreign lands, to take stock of tho 
company "constituting the ticld. 
He 


finds, as a rule, about thirty horsemen 
at the appointed tryst, of whom half 
are white men, with guns in their 
hands, and the other fifteen are black 
natives, mounted on capital horses, 
which they Ml and manage to perfec- 
tion. 
The beater-, with the meters of 


the ^tation to marshal and keep them in 
order, are snread out at distances of a 
quarter of a mile from each other in a 
half moon extending over three or four 
miles. 
The. LTIIIIS arc scut ahead some 


six or eight miles, and take up their 
station m line at points for which the 
kangaroos, when started .are, accus- 
tomed to make.

poured into the hindquarters of the 
quarry. Three and a half drachms of 
powder and an ounce and a half of 
heavy shot make havoc with the game, 
which keeps bounding along on each 
side of the shooters until their guns be- 
come fairly too hot to hold. At last the 
first mob is exhausted, and stillness 
takes possession of the woods for a 
•manor of an hour or so, broken only 
bv an occasional cry of a dying kanga- 
roo 
Presently the second mob begins 


to heave in sight, and again there is rare 
work for the busy guns. At last an un- 
earthly storm of shouts, screams and. 
veils rim's through the bush, and the 
blacks, cracking their stock 
whips, 


which make a noise like the discharge 
of a pistol, and brandishing thoir gaudy 
red and yellow handkerchiefs, burst up- 
on the view. Just ahead of the beaters 
comes a straggling array of wallabies, 
and it is impossible for the shooters to 
thrust iu their cartridges fast enough. 
The sport sues on again justmthe same 
wav for a week, at the end of which the 
bag may be some 1.5UU kangaroos and 
about a third of that number of walla- 
bies 
If ever indiscriminate and whole- 


sale slaughter be justifiable, it must be 
in such "a case, for if the kangaroos 
were not kept down they would make 
the land uninhabitable by the squatter.

Let your colt know that you arc 


master—but be a good master—and hall 
your work in breaking is done. l!ut 
before you are master of the colt, be 
sure you are master over yourself; this 
at all times, so that you do not lose your 
temper. Your temper gone, you will 
abuse your animal, and the poor thing 
will not understand the reason why. 
Losing one's temper in so important a 
work is very hurtful. 
If you think it 


will not matter—that it will be all for- 
gotten—then you are sadly mistaken; 
ft will not be forgotten, but will con- 
stantly act as a reminder of the un- 
trnsworthiness of the man. 
liegin 


early with your colt, and never con- 
tradict yourself to him, and he will 
think it is all right; that he has to do 
what you require of him. 
AVhat you do 


in the way of teaching or breaking, do 
it gradually—mildly, of 
course—and 


witk confidence; this will inspire con- 
fidence in return. Thus get him used 
to the harness, saddle, etc., by degrees, 
first by part of the harness, and so on. 
By and by he will have reached the full 
attainment, and he will hardly know 
how, only that he is to abide by it; it 
will be seen as a matter of course. Hut 
if a vicious fit takes him while training, 
you must hold him as with a vise, and 
let him know that resistance is entirely 
useless. Flinch once and he will want 
you to flinch again, and he will en- 
deavor, and harder than before, to have 
it so; but if he have no excuse, the way 
will soon be clear to you. Make your 
colt know what you want of him as a 
horse. 
He is an instrument, and you 


are to fashion him as you want him. 
If for farm work, not for a trotter; if 
for a trotter, not for a racer. 
If you 


want him for heavy farm work alone, 
he must be treated somewhat differently 
from what is necessary for a mere road- 
ster, nnd vice versa. For ft saddle horse 
or a ladyTs horse, you want something 
different still. If lie is high tempered 
you must treat him differently from a 
horse with a mild disposition, and so on. 
You must know your horse, and know 
what you want him for; then make him 
such; shape the instrument to your 
purpose. Begin early, at birth is not 
too early; hints and signs have an 
effect—and these go through life. 


We have given general directions; 


special rules cannot be given, as it 
would require for almost every animal 
special treatment, so various arc the 
manifestations of horses, particularly 
the different breeds and almost innu- 
merable varieties. 


There is not much to do to tram a 


horse; we have mentioned most; but it 
takes time and patience to do it. It 
must be gradual, growing work. 
The 


colt must grow in his training, as m his 
years; it will be nature with him then, 
and he will want to do that only; in fact 
he knows only to do that—this makes 
him reliable. The man who is a hu- 
mane and intelligent man lias made 
him so; and he will treat him with dis- 
cretion, work him what he can really 
bear, and what mainly he loves to do. 
He will, therefore, wear at least a third 
lono-er. He will do good service till a 
ripe old age, while others with hard 
treatment are worn out at what should 
be their prime.
